This Court of the Universe is fi- 
luminated in a novel way. There are 
two large fountains, similar in design, 
which are on the main axis of the 
court and about equidistant from 
each other and the ends of the court. 
Each fountain has a large pool from 
which riees a structure carrying «a 
series of basins over which the water 
flows. Above this, rises a splendid 
shaft, terminating in a large ball. The 
shaft has an average diameter of four 
feet and a total height of sixty-four 
feet. While the shaft has been en- 
riched with sculpture, there is a sec- 
tion of twenty feet q@hich has been 
left free from ornament, and this sec- 
tion will be bellt of heavy opalescent 
tlass, which in the daylight looks 
like marble. This glassed-in section 
of each of the shafts will contain 
hirty-two electric lamps so as 
to ihuminate equally the entire inside 
of the glassed surface.

These five towers 
are flooded with the light from sixty- 
feur searchlight projectors, which 
are placed over the entrance gates, 
end from the tops of the buildings 
which flank the court, on four sides.

The change proposed makes it the 
duty of the fire chief to inspect or 
cause to be i ected as often as 
necessary al! buildings and premises, 
except the interior of private dwell- 
ings, to ascertain and correct condi- 
tions liable to care- fires. or any vio- 
lations of any ordinance affecting the 
fire hazard. I* ale> provides that 
when aged or dilapidated buildings are 
found to constitute a special fire haz- 
ard they shall be ordered removed or 
remedied.

FOR ALL MEXICO. 
FORMER MEMBER OF CONGRESS 


OUTLINES METHOD OF RE- 
STORING QUIET. 


Fortunato Hernandez, a former 
member of the Mexican Congress and 
an author of prominence, has iasued 
the following message to all Mexi- 


cans: 
I must confess that In me, free- 
thinker and republican, there lies a 
vigorous germ of rebellion and strug- 
gie against the perpetual despotism 
of the strong,‘and that at the bottom 
of the present revolutionary «+ move- 
ment there is to be found a supreme 
cause, avenger of slavery and of 
wrongs, and a luminous ideal of re- 
demption, of liberty and justice. 

It is the form, no more, that I re- 
prove, and it is the directors and 
chiefs of the revolution I condemn. 

I accept the high ideals of democ- 
racy and I denounce the crimes com- 
mitted in its name. 

Unfortunately, it is true: This revo- 
lution is a failure. 

In the meanwhile, there has come 
the opportune time to initiate a se 
rene struggle, intellectual, reconstruc- 
tive and decisive, in favor of our na- 
tionality and in the exercise of our 
incontestable rights as Mexican citi- 
zens, under the protection »f that 
sacred watchword, in the reepect of 
the rights of others is peace to be 
found, which was left us by the im- 
mertal Juarez. 

We shall not go forth to struggle 
in the sinister field of fratricidal 
strife. We shall tattle in the fecund 
contests of intelligence, of reason and 
justice in order to bring to our coun- 
try a sincere promise of fraternal

Another ordinance drafted by the 
commission and made into a law has 
to do with the roof load tests required | 
of bullders. Before the law was, 
changed, Los Angeles, with its prac-| 
tical absence of high winds and its 
total lack of snowfall, actually re- 
quired stronger roof construction than 
some cities of the East and Middle) 
West where heavy wind and pressure 
is common, and where tons of snow 
colect on the roofs during winter 
storms. 

The commission has given consider- 
able study to an ordinance covering 
the sanitation, arrangement and main- 
tenance of tenement houses, hotels, 
lodging houses, house courts, com- 
munity houses and other bulldings 
used for the habitation of more than 
one family and will soon submit sug- 
gestions for a law covering these struc- 
tures. Another measure soon to be 
presented to the Council will have to 
do with the eonstruction and arrange- 
ment of stairways. The subject of ge 
heaters, gas vents, bollers, furnace 
rooms, fire doors and shutters will also 
come in for early consideration. 

OF GENERAL INTEREST. 

Of great interest to every prospec- 
tive builder in the city is an ordinance 
now being considered governing the 
construction of fireproof and semi- 
fireproof private houses. In the past 
many who would have liked to erect 
dwellings of a more substantial char- 
acter than the prevailing frame types 
have been confronted with what the 
commission declares is an unnecegsar- 
ily stringent law relating to the thick- 
ness of walls and partitions. The for- 
mer law requiring eight-inch walls in 
hollow tile residences has already 
been changed to permit of six-inch 
walls, and similar changes are to be 
made with respect to brick and con- 
crete construction. 

The commission is working on this 
ordinance in conjunction with both 
the Housing and Health commissions 
and hopes to perfect a model law that 
will result in a tremendous increase in 
the percentage of fireproof homes. By 
reducing the required thickness of 
concrete walls in one and two-story 
dwellings, the commissioners believe 
they can make this kind of construc- 
tion almost as cheap as frame. At 
present a one-story concrete bungalow 
is required to have walls of a thick- 
ness equal to that of many warehouse 
structures in which the heaviest loads 
are stored. This, it ie asserted by the 
com missioners, is a ridiculous provision 
and one which is discouraging sub- 
stantia) construction methods. 


SCARCITY OF WOOD. 


Oak, Ash and Other Beautiful Na- 
tive American Trees being Extermi- 
nated to Provide Finish Materials. 
[National Bullder:] Our American 
woods at one time were very plentiful 
and cheap, so that their true merits 


were not properly dappreciated, and 
the once bountiful supply has been de- 
pleted and in an apparently reckless 
way; till at the present time some of 
them, being scarce and expensive, are 
highly prized. 

There is scarcely anything tn nature 
that is more beautiful than the varie- 
gated colors and grains of our Ameri- 
can woods when properly developed 
and finished. While oak and ash have 
been the principal sufferers, and it is 
probably that in fifteen to twenty 
years more, quartered oak, and per- 
haps also the best grades of plain 
sawn oak, will almost be a thing of 
the past. 

The demand for quarter-sawn oak 
is the chief reason for its rapid de- 
pletion. The method by which this 
is done ts as follows: The log is first 
divided into quarters and then the 
planks are cut radiating from the cen- 
ter, making the boards narrow at the 
center and wide at the outside; this. 
of course, increases the waste a good 
deal. In quarter sawing the cut is 
made parallel to the medullary rays 
inetead of across, as is done in straight 
sawing, and this formes the peculiarly 
wavy lines by which the two can be 
distinguished.

The possession of this power, 
with no corresponding responsibility, 
is without doubt the underlying cause 
of a very large percentage of the evils 
attributed to the closed shop. 


The workman in the closed shop 
holds his job by the power of his’ 


union, and not by his own merit. He 
has no incentive to increase his out- 
put or skill. He has no spirit of co- 
yperation with the employer. Labor- 
saving machinery and methods are in- 
stinctively opposed as depriving men 
of work. Working below normal ef- 
fort is often justified, berause it 
makes work last longer or makes work 
for more men.

[Boston Advertiser:] The United 


States Biological Survey has con- 
ducted an investigation to determine 
the value of birds ag insect destroy- 
ers and made some discoveries. 

A tree swallow’s stomach was found 
to contain forty entire chinch bugs 
and fragments of many othersys be- 
sides other species of insects. A bank 
swallow in Texas devoured  sixty- 
eight cotton boll weevils, -five 


cliff swallows had taken an average 
of eighteen boll weevils each. 

Two stomachs of pine siskins from 
Haywards, Cal. contained $00 black 
olive scales and 3000 plant lice. A 
kildeer’s stomach taken in Novem- 
ber contained over 300 mosgquite 
larvae.

BRIDGE REBUILT | 
NEAR REDLANDS. 


ROADS TO THE MOUNTAINS IN 
GOOD SHAPE SINCE 
REPAIRS. 


REDLANDS, Jan. 2.—The motor 


enthustiasta of the south, and especial- 
ly these who tove the trips to the 
mountains, will be interested in know- 
ing that work has just been finished 
on beailding the bridge across Mill 
Creek at the first, and now only, cros®- 
ing of the road up Mill Creek Cam 
yon.

UNIQUE DEVICE 
ON CARBURETOR. 


One of. the interesting features in 
connection with the development of 


the eight-cylinder motor by the Cadil- 
lac Motor Car Company has been the 
correction of a fault common to prac- 
tically all, if not all, carburetors, 

Oftttmes there is the lack of ability 
on the part of the carburetor to re- 
spond freely and fully to @ sudden and 
complete opening of the throttle. 
When the throttle is quickly opened 
the ‘gasoline, flowing through the 
spray nogzle, does not at once pass in 
sufficient quantity to form, with the 
inrushing air, a gas of the required 
explosive quality. This disproportion 
of gasoline and air is of hardly more 
than momentary duration, but while 
it exists the motor frequently misfires 
and cannot develop the power neces- 
sary to rapid acceleration of the speed 
of the car. 

The device which the Cadillac en- 
gineers have evolved to obviate the 
eondition just described is an ingeni- 
ous application of the plunger pump 
principle, though its action is confined 
to a single stroke of the plunger. 
When the driver suddenly opens his 
throttle, the plunger automatically 
forces an extra supply of gasoline 
through the spray nozzle, thereby 
providing a correct explosive mixture 
for quick acceleration.
